= Electronic publishing and the use of 
electronic media in publishing are occurring 
with increasing frequency. 


= increasing numbers of sources are available as 
electronic documents 

= some journal publishers are investigating the 
role of electronic journals in addition to (or 
instead of) their print products.

= Data sets from researchers and research 
institutions may become increasingly 
available in electronic form 


= Impact: 


= information dissemination 
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Trends 


= Use of the Internet has exploded since the 
early 1990s. 


= User interfaces such as Netscape allow rapid 
electronic written communication world- 
wide 


= Impact: 
= increasing flexibility in the type and format of 
information shared among researchers.

Trends 


= Electronic formats allow more rapid transfer

= However, users will face a number of obstacles.

= quantity of information will be imposing and difficult to 
negotiate effectively 

= monetary charges will increasingly be levied for 
retrieval of information from remote sites.

Is the table necessary? 

Are the tables presented in a consistent manner? 

Are lines used effectively? 

Is the table heading brief but explanatory? 

Does every column have a heading? 

Are abbreviations & special symbols explained? 

Are notes to the table ordered correctly? 

Is the table referred to in the text? 

Is the table placed appropriately within the text?

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Figures 


Is the figure necessary? 
Is it simple, clean, and free of extraneous detail? 
Are the data plotted accurately? 
Is the lettering large and dark enough to read, especially 
if the figure must be reduced? 
Are abbreviations and symbols explained? 
Are captions descriptive and placed appropriately? 
Is the figure referred to in the text? 
Is the figure placed appropriately within the text?
